late Nikolai Lenine. 

The once powerful war chief has 
bowed to this severe edict of the 
party in a strikingly humble and 
apologetic letter, in which he virtu- 
ally invites the central committee to 
relieve him of his duties at the war 
department. and: pledges himself to. 
work loyally “at any work, in any 
place and under. the fullest .control 
of the committee,” 

Trotzky reiterated that all the ac- 
cusations made against him. during 
the controversy in the. party were un- 
true. He never intended to revise 
or subvert Lenine’s principles. He 
added that “he would be able to re-. 
fute these charges, but that he con- 
sidered it better. to remain silent. as 
‘such refutations would only add fur- 
ther to the party: strife. 

Trotzky denied that there ever ex- 
pe isted such a political creed as “Trot- 
skyism,” as his opponents’ alléged. 
He also repudiated the charge. of being 
irregular and inconsistent in theory 
or practice as regards revolutionary 
principles.
